A Story of Atrocity Told in the Muanici- 
pal Court of the Hub—Enticed Into 
a Den and Forced toa Life of Dissi- 
pation—Imprisoned for Months ina 
Dark Room—Rescued by the Police. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

Bosrox, Mass., November 6.—A story of atrocity 
that suggested lynch law to all who heard it was 
told in the Municipal Court yesterday. After the 
routine cases bad been disposed of Lizzie Merchant 
was called. and a little girl came timidly up to the 
rail. She was a frail lass of less than 15 years, and 
she shrank appealingly within the shelter of the 
protecting arm that Matron Duren compassionately 
put around her. A tangle of dark chestnut curis 
andapair of very large and bright hazel eyes 
made her pinched face by contrast seem startlingly 
pale. She was curiously clad. Nothing that she 
wore fitted her, and she tried to gather up and con- 
ceal the extra folds in the loose garments that were 
much too large for her slight figure. There was a 
story of abuse and cruel suffering in her whole ap- 
pearance as she stood looking at Judge 
Hardy and the crowd. Judge Hardy called 
the child to him and gently bade her 
tell him her story. She did so in a simple 


straightforward manner, and it was evident that 
the two er three who could hear her were deeply 
affected. 

* say my home was in Nova Scotia.“ she 
said. I was only six months old when father and 
mother died, so 1 don't remember anything about 
them. My aunt told me that they were nice peo- 
ple, and that they had a nice home. My aunt took 
me to Gloucester when they died, and I lived with 
her until her death. nearly two years ago.

THE TRUNK LINE PLAN, 


A Central Body to Control the Rail- 
way Business of the United 
States. 


— — ow gh 

A Gigantic Scheme Arranged by Com- 
missioner Fink and the Trunk Line 
Presidents— Executive aud Sub-Com- 
mittees to Have Supervision of the 
Administration of Railway Business 
Full Details of the Proposed Plan. 


New York, November 6.—The Times this morn- 
ing has the full details of the proposed contract of 
the new trunk line plan. The plan contemplates 
practically a central body which shall have control 
of the administration of the railway business 
throughout the United States, provision being made 
in the committees to be formed with power to en- 
force their decrees for a representation of each of 
the eightt runk lines. The presidents will consti- 
tute a committee with authority to select an arbi- 
trator and commissioner. This committee will set- 
tle only broad questions of policy, the details 
being left to other eommittees. The com- 
missioner, who will be ohairman of 
the presidents’ committee, will have the 


naming of the Trunk Line Executive Committee 
which will consist of the vice-president. This joint 
executive committee willappoiut a Freight and 
Passenger Committee, which will be made up of 
the traffic managers or general freight and pas- 
seuger agent. The commissioner ,from the sub- 
committees will velect a chairman, and to these 
will be given authority to act as commissioners, 
one for freight business and a second for passenger 
trafic. No one will be appoiuted to a position 
either upon the passenger or freigut committee 
who has not full authority in his own compan 
over the department which he represents m th 
committee, 

PROMPT ACTION 

is provided for on any subject that may be 
brought to the attention of the committees. Com- 
mussivner Fink will probably be selected as arbi- 
trator, and the chairmen of the passenger and 
freight pools will also probabiy act as arbitrators, 
besides acting as chairmen of their respective 
committees. henever any complaint of a breach 
of contract for the strict maintenavce of rates is 
made, the committee of the department affected 
will convened at once. Should the 
representatives of any company be absent 
the chairman may act in nis place, and 
whatever action is taken shall remain in force until 
sucu company shall be present by its authorized 
agent. , 
THE ARBITRATORS 

selected shall devote ali their time to work of the 
commission, and m case ot disagreement on the 
part of taeir respective committees they are au- 
ihorized, upon an agreed statement of facts, to 
ar bitrate at ouce, their decision remaining in force 
until a reverse by a higher committee. The execu- 
tive commiitee will therefore have no cause for 
action except on such matters as may be outs.de of 
the question of tariffs and division of traffic, except 
upon appeais from the action of the freight or 
passenger comunitiees, and the dents’ com- 
mittee willnot have any special business except 
over such questious as the executive comm. ttee 
fail to agree upon, and the action of the subordinate 
arbitrators is appealed from. All this provides 
for carrying matters upto the highest authority, 
the arbitratur himseif, but the action of the major-

LEY is not only a first-class business man, 
having built up and long manage one of the 
leading wholesale dry goods houses of Kansas 
City, but he has served the city several terms 
as Mayor with great credit to himself. In his 
races for that position he always managed to 
get the united support of the party, although 
he was an active member of one of the warring 
factions in that Congressional district. He 
will make a first-rate Postmaster if he will be 
careful not to pay too much attention to the 
organizing and fighting branch of the business. 
The role of a political boss isa very trouble- 
some one for any Kansas City Postmaster to 
undertake. 

A RECENT article in the Mexican Financier 
indicates that the Mexican Government is 
growing uneasy over the prospective failure of 
reciprocity with the United States, and is dis- 
posed to try a little bulldozing. As Mexico has 
had one recent experience of European inter- 
vention it is not likely to invite a repetition of 
it by any European alliances. There is a plan 
which Mexico may follow, and which is much 
easier and better than threatening this country 
with European rivalry.@ Let Mexico get rid 
of its odious, antiquated and dishonest tariff 
laws and regulations and bring its whole busi- 
ness down to modern times; let it give the 
commercial world some assurance that its laws 
are not subject to change at the caprice of a 
president clothed with the powers of a dictator, 
and it will not need reciprocity with the United 
States or with any other country. The imports 
of Mexico under a fair and reasonable tariff 
would give that country a good revenue and 
do more to help ber development than a dozen 
reciprocity treaties.

Mr. Crnus Für's monument to Major 
ANDRE will not be permitted to stand, it 
seems, although he sought safety forit by 
giving the fourteen acres of ground on which 
it stood to the village of Tappan. Restored 
after successive mutilations and shattering ex- 
plosions of dynamite, it has just been blown to 
pieces again. The probability is that this rude 
protest is directed against what is considered 
Mr. FIELD’s toadyism, rather than against the 
memory of Major ANDRE. While denying 
that brave and amiable, but most unfortunate, 
officer, the boon of a soldier’s death, and doom- 
ing him to die on the gibbet as a felon, Gen- 
eral WASHINGTON himself embalmed his mem- 
ory ina tribute of praise and pity from which 
American feeling has ever since taken its cue. 
On no page of American history can be found 
one word of detraction or animosity against 
ANDRE. But the feeling of respect and pity 
for him has not weakened the universal appro- 
bation of the mode and manner of his execu- 
tion, and any memorial of a weakening in that 
respect, or which seems to stand asa protest 
against General W aASHINGTON’S course towards 
ANDRE, is apt to give offense. A monument to 
ANDRE, erected by an American millionaire 
who has never distinguished himself as a dec- 
orator of the neglected graves of the heroes 
who fell fighting for the liberty and independ- 
ence of his own country, seems court a re- 
buke which Mr. FIELD should, in this case, 
take all to himself. 


Ovr New York telegrams contain the out- 
lines of a scheme for organizing the trunk lines 
into a great autocratic pool, on a boycotting 
basis that will enable them to regulate the 
rates of transportation all over the United 
States, forcing all outstanding roads to suc- 
cumb to the dictation of the pool, and exclud- 
ing the element of competition from the freight 
rate problem. If such an imperium in impe- 
rio can be built up and maintained in this 
country, its control over the people and their 
interests will be more substantial and more 
absolute than is wielded anywhere by Emperor 
or Sultan. All other forms of government 
are under the necessity of taking repre- 
sentatives of the people into their coun- 
sels, or in some other way studying and 
following the wishes of the governed. But 
to the counsels of this new Trunk Line Govern- 
ment which is to be imposed upon the country, 
only the managing rings of the railroad stock 
manipulators and their high-salaried servants 
are to be admitted, and no interest but theirs 
is to be considered by their governing com- 
mittees or adjudicated by their courts. The 
latter of course are to ignore the law of 
common carriers and decide according to 
“‘what the traffic will bear.” Beyond that 
point shippers will get no hearing in those 
tribunals. Shippers, however, can appeal 
from this Pool Government to the people’s Gov 
ernment if they will. The danger is that the 
appeal will be postponed until it is too late, 
or until the new form of government has 
swallowed or paralyzed the old.

The “Tramp” Question. 
From the Boston Herald. 

The bad effects of looking at only one side of an 
economic question are iilustrated in the apparently 
serious deciaration of Senator Morrill before the 
Liberal Union Club that, if the tariff were to be 
reduced, “in a very short time there would be 
nothing but trampsin the streets. The genus 
tramp was never known in this country until since 
the close of the war—in other words, until the 
„highest tariff in the world” had been in operation 
for a dozen years. There have been more laborers 
out of work at a time, and for longer periods, since 
tue adoption of the present tariff—and chiefly in 
the so-called protected industries—than at any 
other time in our history. In 1801 Senator Morrill 
considered a tariff thet averaged 28 per cent upon 
dutiable imports sufficient for both protevtion aud 
revenue. This was designed to coddie and build up 
our “infant industries.” Can Senator Morrill, or 
anybody else, tell why a tariff of 40 per cent should 
be maintained now that these “infants” are stal- 
warts of from 25 to 50 years of age? 


Large Landed Estates. 
From the Sprinzfield Republican. 

One of the greatest drawbacks to Mexican pros- 
perity is the difficulty of breaking up the great 
haciendas, or landed estates. Out of 10,000,000 
people 50,000 own the soil, and this fact is a great 
obstacie to the introduction of settlers, and the 
springing up of those communities which in the 
United States flourish along every land grant rail- 
road and other rar roads. The difficulty of convey- 
ing real estate isa dead weight on the life and 
progress of the country. The Mexicau Financier, 
who is doing good missionary work, contrasts with 
this state of things the condition of Uruguay, 
which by encouraging immigration and settlement 
upon lands has nearly doubled its population 
within ten years, having received large accessions 
from Italy. Uruguay annually produces 40 per 
cent more per capita than any other country in 
South America, aud enjoys peace and progress. 


Convict Labor.

Whatever methods may be deemed best suited to 
the present condition of affairs, and however forci- 
bly the advocates of pet measures may press 
them for adoption. it may as well be understood 
first as last that the working people of Missouri 
demand the abolition of the present system of 
employing convict labor, and will not submit to a 
continuance of the methods that have prevailed in 
the past.

officers will petition Congress this winter to place 
them in ebarge of the river and harbor appropria- 
tions.

A prominent naval offloer 
said the other day: “Most of the money expended 
by the army engineers is wasted. Look at the hun- 
dreds of thousands of lars that have been annu- 
ally expended in silly and childish attempts to stay 
the course of nature. in the shifting banks of the 
Mississippi River. Put the Mississippi River in the 
hands of the navy and these great expenditures 
will come to an end. The only thing that can be 
done with such a river as the Mississippi is to thor- 
oughly buoy it along its course and keep inspectors 
of various sections of the river to change these 
buoys as the channel shifts, Then place lights all 
along upon every available point on the banks of 
the river and you will have done everything that 
money can do in the aia of navigation of the river.” 
It is the unanimous testimony of the pilots of the 
Mississippi River that the army work thus far has 
done no good and that if they could have plenty of 
lights they would ask nothing more.

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MEXICAN SMUGGLING, 


How Pennsylvania Products Get Across 

the Line Without Paying Duty. 

From the Pittsburg Commercial Gazette. 

Pittsburg manufacturers are branching out in 
al directions, and find a trade wherever they cane. 
Within the past few :years a very large trade has 
been built up with Mexico, and quantities of ail 
the city’s productions go down there. Iron and 
steel in all shapes and glassware are shipped there. 
The iron and steel which goes is generally too 
heavy to be smuggied, but there are are plenty of 
opportunities in the lighter forms and in glassware 
of all kinds. Now. while a great deal of this glass- 
ware pays Mexican duty, more of it goes in free. 


Along the northern border of Mexico is a strip of 
country known as the neutral sone." Tate 18 
American-made goods van go free of duty. but 
get from there into Mexico proper heavy tar 
must be paid. lu some instancss this tariff runs 
as high as 300 percent. This strip of territory 
may have been for the purpose of building up 
Matamoras as a free city. since it is situated in the 
neutral zone. It is something after the plan of. 
bonds in New Lore, for instance, by which 
goods bound for Canada can be piaced in bond and 
— through the country witnout paying any 

r. fk. 

The method of procedure is very simple. Some 
one in EI aso, for instance, orders three carloads 
of glassware froma Pittsburg manufacturer. It 
is shipped to him and in smali or large quaatities it 
is Carried over into the neutral sone. Once there 
regular bands of smugglers take charge of it and in 
small quantities it is carried over the line. Some- 
times these smuggiers go up to the head of the 
Rio Grande before they attempt to pehetrate 
farther. 

Sometimes bottles are ordered. Certain classes 
of patent medicines are on the free list. The bot- 
tles are filled with some solution of water and cer- 
tain chemicals, and labeled with the name of the 
patent medicine. These are but a few of the tricks 
Imployed, and it would be surprising and interest- 
ing, too, if all of them could collected. Some 
of the manufacturers here receive letters every 
now and tuen from men in Mexico asking 
to represent them, and offering to pusu their gouds 
through without paying the tariff. As references 
they refer tothe two huodred or three hundred 
firms for which they are aiready acting as agents. 

But the smuggling is not confined to Mex.co. 
Right here at nome it is carried on, but wot to 80 
large anextent as in some o her cities. It is 
thought fair to beata railroad whenever it can be 
done, and it is done. Shippers beat the railroads by 
crowding the classifications. Tbe other day tard 
oil, whicn is scheduled in a high class, was shipped 
as hams in one of the lowest. No iaspectors save 
ever been appointed here, but in some of the cities 
the raiireoads have to combine and have an in- 
spector, who has the right to visit any depot and 
examine freight that is being shipped.

WasHInGton, November 4.—Congress will meet 
four weeks irom next Monday. Both halls of 
Congress have been thoroughly cleaned, and made 
ready for the coming session. Although it is with- 
in one month of the meeting of a new Congress, 
there is very little speculation over its organization, 
Generally at this time, upon the eve of the reorgan- 
ization Of anew House, there bas been an eager 
and exciting contest over the Speakership of the 
House. This great place. third in rauk of the offices 
of the Government, and second only to the Presi- 
dency in point of power, has been justly deemed a 
great prize, for which members have conducted 
eager and earnest canvasses. This year, for almost 
the first time in the history of the House, there is 
upon the surface no indication of a contest. The 


Democrats have a clear majority of forty-two over 
the straghtout Republicans. Tue one Greenback- 
Democrat iv the House is offset by the presence of 
the Greenbact-Republica Toe Greenback Dem- 
ocrat is Gen. G. B. Weaver of lowa. Tie Green- 
baca-Republican is Charies M. Brumm of Miners- 
ville, Pa. The total number of members of the 
next House is 383. Of these 187 only are 
re-e Or the 187 new members 
0 Called, there may be fifteen or twenty who have 
had previous service, Nearly one-halr of the 
House, though, wili be rage be of inexperienced 
men. They willbe at a disadvantage for some 
time. No matter how abie or now well informed a 
man may ve upon general subjects, he will be at a 
jogs in the House for some time until be learns 
something of its cumbersome methods of doing 
business. Majority rule inthe House has been 
aboiished for some time. The ruies are now 80 
constructed that au abie, well led minority can do- 
feat with ease the most positive wil ot the ma- 
jor.ty. 
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Mr. Randall has said to a number of his friends 
that he will not be a candidate for the Speakersiip.
